May it be further conſidered, That every Nobleman, Gentleman, 
Farmer, Tradeſman and Others, who brew their own Beer, and 
it they make their own Malt, are obliged to pay Duty for ſuch Malt 
made by him or them, although expended in their private Fami- 
lies, much more ſuch a large Branch, who by their new-inventing, 
mixing, and uſing of unmalted Corn or Grain, and whoſe Com- 
modities are vended in Publick throughout this Kingdom, and 
large Profits ariſing thereby, ſhould not be worthy the Notice of 
the Legiſlature, 


In the Second of King WIL IIA NM and Queen MAR x, and 
in the Seventh and Eighth of King WILLIAM the Third, it 
is there Enacted, Such as make Low Wines, Spirits, or brew from 
Corn, ſhall cauſe their Corn to be made into wholeſome Drink, 
and from ſuch Drink, without any Mixture, ſball draw their Low 
Wines, &c. and ſee they be made from Drink of Malted Corn entirely; 
and if Diſtillers or Others, mix other Materials, the Gaugers ſhall 
charge the Low IWines drawn from Drink ſo mixed, One Shilling 
per Gallon; the Duty ou Low Wines being theu One Penny per

And what a great and extenſive Effect had this Law, by en- 
couraging the Farmers to grub and break up immence Numbers

The Malt Diſtillers by their New-invention for mixing of Raw or 
Unmalted Corn, - which pays no Duty, and by unlimited Liberties of 
farting great Numbers or Hogs: at fo ealy a Rate, (with about Three 
Returns in the Year) and being lo nearly ſituated to the Metropolis, 
can afford to ſell ſuch Pork and Bacon, at 9 4. per Stone cheaper than 
the Farmer, by which Means the Farmer has been partly deprived of 
the Benefit ot vending his Product, but at a very low Price; and how 
much hath it leſſened the Contumptton or Beet and Mutton, Country 
fed Pork and Bacon, which by Computation, the whole Number of 
Hogs fold by the Diſtillers in One Year, are 149,000 or thereabouts. 


To conſider the great Loſs there muſt be in the Price of Peaſe and 
Beans, which uſed to be conſumed in the ſeeding and fatting of Hogs, 
eſpecially to thoſe Farmers who are ſituated in Inland Counties, where 
they, have but little Opportunity to vend ſuch Grain; allo Hay and 
Sus which Oxen might conſume belore they can be lated, in order 
to carry themſelves to a proper Market. . 


After what manner of Encouragement muſt this be to the Farmers 
to cuitivate and ſow their Land, to the Graſiers to breed and ſat Cat- 
tle, but rather to render them Poor and almoſt Uſeleſs to the Landed 
Intereſt, and alſo not capable of employing the Number of Husbandry 
Labouring People and Servants, the Non-Payment of their Landlords, 
and the great Diſappointment to Traders depending on them. 


The better then to promote the Farmer, and to prevent the like 
Miſchiefs for the future, the Advancement of the Manufacturers and 
its Branches, and that by maintaining the Culture and Graſing in 


general, by the Failure of which, many Noblemen and Gentlemen have

T have humbly endeavoured to ſet forth (among other things) the 
Declivity of the Duty on Malt, a Prejudice to the Farmer and Graſier 
in general, and if not timely prevented (that is to fay) by prohibiting 
the Malt Diſtiller from mixing and uſing Unmalted Corn or Grain, 
(with grievious Penalties) there is great Reaſon to believe, that the 
Number of Malt Diſtillers will increaſe a Reduction of the Brewery 
and Malting ; which the latter can by no Means ſubſiſt, unleſs the 
former be regulated by Parliament to be put on an Avarage with the 
wholeſomerPart of Manufacture. | 


If the Malt Diſtilers were prohibited the mixing and uſing of 
Unmalted Corn, they would not fat the great Number of Hogs as 
they now do, then the Numbers of Buyers would increaſe, and 
that Part of fating of Hogs would be open to all Farmers, Gra- 
ſiers, Butchers, Malſters, Brewers, Mealmen, Bakers and Others, 
as well as Diſtillers, for this Reaſon, The Coarſe Barley and other 
Grain, ſuch as may be mow-burnt, black and damp, by a wet and 
unſeaſonable Harveſt, would be bought up by thoſe laſt mentioned 
Trades or Buſineſs, that ſuch damaged Corn would advance in Price, 
One Shilling per Quarter throughout this Kingdom ; tor it ſhould be 
conſidered, that the Farmers are very much prejudiced by leſſening 
the Number of Buyers, by flinging them into few Hands an

Years paſt for the Encouragement of the Exportation of Corn, vis. 
Wheat 5 s. per Quarter, and Barley 2s. 64. per Quarter, the Malt 
Diſtillers being permitted to uſe Three Fourths, or thereabouts, of Un- 
malted Corn; which, if that Corn had been manufactured, not only 
the Bounty of 5's. per Quarter and 2s. 6 d. per Quarter ſaved but 


alſo 4 5. per: Quarter Duty to His Majeſty ;. and had it faved but Part 
of the Corn Exported, it would have redounded very much. for Time 


paſt, as allo for the Future, if ſuch like Affairs ſhould occur. 


To explain the aforeſaid Paragraph, as it is aſſerted in this Treatiſe, 


that 5 Buſhels of Wheat, or 6 Buſhels of Barley, does produce as much 
Spirit or Advantage as 8 Buſhels of Malt and upwards ; then in 100 
Quarters, 1s loſt in the Conſumption, 37 Quarters and. 4 Buſhels of. 
Wheat, or 25 Quarters of Barley, by not being manufactured ; and 
as one Malt Diſtiller does maſh or wet 3 or 400 Quarters in one Week,
